Mrs. Carrie Ashley Clarke, i> 
a citizen of Dixon and it is with plcasurt 
that we record such ev idence of literary 
ability as “Grandpa Grey” certainly indi 
cates. 
The man or woman who under 
takes to write a play launches out into a 
sea of trouble not found in any « thrr lit 
erary undertake g that we can recall nt 
the present. 
The plots must he carried 
through clearly; the dialogues must all 
harmonize with the characters that eu 
gage in them, while the actors arc to be 
brought upon the stage and sent off again 
with a peculiar care and regard for the 
complete harmony of ihe v ast v ari* tv of 
complication which the writer of a plav 
must meet 
All these difficulties were 
ev idcnth well considered by the author 
of “Grandpa Grey." 
The general character of the hero is 
that of an honest old Yankee, such as arc 
found all through New England; except 
he is not much of a Puritan and there­ 
fore in matters of religion does not agrct 
with the ritualists, but believ es in doin 
good for goodness sake; going ev en so far 
as to exercise at least charity towards hi< 
enemies.

it is true but that is about all there may 
be to it. 
The ability 
m> properly render a 
play has been considered by some » piite 
up to the standard of that possessed bv 
the author. 
This being true we can well 
boast of a talent in that line here in Dix­ 
on that can hardly be found anywhere in 
a city of its size. 
While all acted their 
parts well we must especially mention the 
v ery excellent, rendering of Grandpa Grey 
by Mr. Clarke. 
It was the debut, so to 
speak, of George Steele and therefore his 
singing was receiv ed witli the applause it 
deserv ed. 
Mr Ball also has a finely cul 
tiv ated v oice and his performance was 
pleasing.
